Supreme Court to Take 
Up the Death Penalty

WASHINGTON (AP) - For 


the first time, the Supreme 
Court hears arguments today 
on whether the death penalty 
should be abolished as cruel 
and unusual punishment. 


The lives of 694 men and 


women awaiting execution in 34 
state* may depend on the 
court's decision, to be handed 
down before the term end* in 
June. 


Four black men—two sen- 


tenced to die for murder, two 
for rape-are the principals in 
the cases before the court. 


The question posed, through 


all four appeals is a simple but 
far-reaching one: "Does the 
imposition and carrying out of 
the death penalty in this case 
constitute cruel and unusual 
punishment in violation of the 
8th and 14th Amendments?" 


It is the first time the court 


has allowed a challenge to. capi- 
tal punishment itself as a con- 
stitutional issue. Previous cases 


have dealt with individuals and 
procedural matters. 


'Today the death penalty in 


any form is inconsistent with 
the self-respect of a civilised 
people," attorney Anthony G. 
Amsterdam argued in a brief. 


Amsterdam, a professor of 


law at Stanford University, rep- 
resented Earnest James Aikens 
Jr., condemned for murder in 
California, and William Henry 
Furman, sentenced to die for 
murder in Georgia. 


The death penalty, Amster- 


dam said, "is a freakish aber- 
ration, a random and extreme 
act of violence, visibly arbi- 
trary and discriminatory—a 
penalty reserved for unusual 
application because if it were 
usually used, it would affront 
universally shared standards of 
public decency. 


"Such penalty—not law, but 


terror—has no place in a demo- 
cratic government. It U a cruel 
and unusual punishment, for- 
bidden by the 8th Amendment." 


The two men condemned for 


rape are Elmer Branch of 


Texas and Lucious Jackson Jr. 
of Georgia. Branch was repre- 
sented by Melvyn Carson Bru- 
der of Dallas; Jackson by Jack 
Greenberg of New York, a law- 
yer for the NAACP Legal De- 
fense and Educational Fund. 


There has been no execution 


in the United State* since Colo- 
rado put Louis Jean Monge to 
death in June 1967. Many states 
held back, while their death 
rows filled, awaiting the high 
court's ruling. 


The capital-punishment mat- 


ter was considered so impor- 
tant that the justices planned to 
hear it at the start of the term 
in October, then delayed until 
the court was at full strength 
again with the addition of 
Lewis F. Powell Jr. and Wil- 
liam H. Rehnquist. 


Should the justices decide 


capital punishment is uncon- 
stitutional, 41 states and the 
District 
of Columbia would 


have to abolish the death penal- 
ty. The nine other states no 
longer permit executions.

tie it up." 


About the time, John Pan- 


dora, head of the bif 2,000- 
member ILWU local In Los An- 
geles and Long Beach was say- 
ing: "As fsr ss weYe con- 
cerned, the strike is on. We're 
dispatching pickets now."

UTTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Highway Department and

"I believe a considerable ef- 


fort will be made by Democrats 
to take the initiative away from 
the President," said Senate Re- 
publican Leader Hugh Scott.

the Dolphins."

by Dallas, a team that finally 
won the big one. 


—"They demolished us," said 


Coach Don Shula. 


—"They embarrassed us," 


said cornerback Tim Foley. 


—"They ran it down our 


throats," said defensive end 
Bill Stanfill. 


—"They came to win," said 


running back Mercury Morris, 
"and we came to play." 


Miami took some solace in 


that the Dolphins are an incred- 
ibly young team with only one 
defensive starter over 26 and 
but two men on the offensive 
unit who are more than 28. 


"We're young and I certainly 


hope we're back in the Super 
Bowl soon," said Griese, a five- 
year pro at age 26. "But, it 
means another braining camp, 
all the sweat, and winning a lot 
of tough games to get back 
where we were Sunday morn- 
ing."

Israel Seeks 
Guerrillas 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Israeli se- 


curity men combed a refugee 
camp in the Gaza Strip today 
for the Arab guerrillas who 
killed an American nurse and 
wounded an American mis- 
sionary and his daughter in an 
ambush in the camp. 


The dead woman was Mavis 


Pate, 46, of Ringgold, La. The 
Rev. Edward Nicholas, 49, of 
Austin, Tex., was shot in the 
thigh and stomach, and his 17- 
year-old daughter, Carol, was 
cut by flying glass. 


Nicholas was pastor and busi- 


ness manager at the Baptist 
Hospital in the Gaza Strip, 
which Israel occupied in the 
1967 war, and Miss Pate was a 
nurse there. The pastor was 
taken to a hospital in Beer- 
sheba for removal of the bul- 
lets, and a spokesman at the 
Baptist Hospital said he would 
be released soon. 


The gunmen opened fire as 


Nicholas, his daughter 
and 


Miss Pate were driving past 
the camp to return Carol to the 
American School near Tel Aviv. 
Miss Pate was shot in the head. 


Nicholas has been in Gaza for 


15 years. The ambush was his 
third brush with death there

LITTLE ROCK (AP)— Busi-

Jennings, state commissioner of 
social services, says about 50,- 
000 Arkansans will benefit from 
the Nixon administration's deci- 
sion to restore full benefits to 
all eligible needy persons under 
the food stamp program. 


Jennings said about 50,000 


persons on the old age, disabled 
and blind welfare assistance 
rolls in the state had to pay 
more for food stamps because 
of the new regulations which 
took effect Jan. 1. 


He said the decision to re- 


store full benefits will mean 
about $3 million to $5 million 
additional in bonus coupons dur- 
ing 1972 for Arkansans who had 
been cut back. 


"I certainly welcome the 


change," Jennings said. "We 
had been inundated with com- 
plaints." 


Bonus coupons are the differ- 


ence between what purchasers 
pay for the stamps and the face 
value of the stamps. 


Before Jan. 1, a household of 


two persons with an income of 
$200 a month paid $36 and re- 
ceived coupons worth $56. Be- 
ginning Jan. 1, the same couple 
had to pay $41 for $60 in cou- 
pons.
